NEW YORK, Juno 25. — Seven 
persons were killed and 83 injured 
today when two wooden cars plung- 
ed from a Brooklyn elevated struc- 
ture into the borough's busiest traf- 
fic intersection.

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ALBERTA HEADS THE PROCESSION. 

The Financial Post of Toronto has been delv- 
ing into the dry and dusty records of provincial 
finance, and unearths therefrom some facts which 
ought to be interesting to Canadian taxpayers 
and which are certainly important to them, 
though not altogether pleasant. 

Thus it is found from the official statements 
of the public accounts that in the year 1901 tho 
whole seven then existing provinces of Canada 
spent the total sum of $14,000,000. That is just 
$4,131,000 less than the Government of the Prov- 
ince of Alberta’ spent last year; and $4,425,000 
less than it proposes to spend this year. It is only 
68-4 milions more than the amount which the 
Government of Alberta spent last year on income 
account—that is from the proceeds of taxation. 
And it is less than a quarter of a million more 
than the Government of this province proposes 
to spend this year from the proceeds of taxation. 
That would seem to provide the taxpayers of Al. 
berta with a subject for some profitable thinking. 

But Albertans are not peculiar in that the 
cost of carying on their provincial administration 
has grown out of al proportion to the cost of such 
service twenty-two vears ago. The same rule has 
applied in all the other provinces to a greater or 
lesser extent. Thus in 1921 the provinces to- 
gether speat just eight times 2s much money as 
they did twenty years hefore; the aggregate run 
ning up to the sum of $112,000,000. In 1922 the 
total was probably higher, official figures not be- 
ing available for a complete comparison. From 
1917 to 1922 the total expenditure of the prov- 
inces swelled to just about double the amount of 
the former year—from 59 millions to 118 millions, 
which is estimated to be about the total of the 
latter year. The people of Alberta are not there- 
fore the only residents of the Dominion who are 
due to do some reflecting on the amazing growth 
of the cost of provincial government. The people 
of all the other provinces will be strictly in order 
in indulging in the same wholesome exercise. 

The population of Canada has not doubled 
eight times while the provincial expenditure has 
been multiplied that often. It has not increased 
twice in the last. twenty-two years, while the out- 
lay has expanded eight-fold. Has the wealth of 
the individual taxpayer grown at such a rate that 


he can provide cight dollars now ‘for prompeial 
expenditure against one he then provided, besides 
carrying proportionately heavier municipaMtaxa- 
tion and paying the national war debt? Does any 
sane person suppose that the 588,000 people in Al- 
berta can put up year after year for provincial 
spending four million dellars more than, the 
people of all Canada paid for such purposes 
twenty-two years ago, The thing i# absurd. Une 
has only to glance at the lists of prgperty that 18 
every year taken away from its owners because 
they cannot pay the taxes imposed upon them to 
demonstrate that fact to a conclusion. 

People do not pay taxes collectively. They did it 
individually. Every man has to pay his own bill. 
What public expenditure really amounts to is the 
more clearly comprehended when the gross 
figures are brought down to an individual basis, 
and made to show how much per head it repre 
aents. Worked out in that way the problem shows 
that in 1917 the per capita provincial expenditue 
for all Canada was $7.12. In 19¥1 it was $12.85. 
In 1922 it probably touched the $18 dollar mark, 
or went beyond it. That is to say, in 1917 the 
share which each Canadian family in ordinary 
circumstances had to provide, in one way or an- 
other, toward the cost of provincial government 
amounted to $35.60, while in 1921 it was $64.25, 
und last year $65.00 or something more than that. 

How the record of per capita expenditure 
stands, comparing one province with another 
during the last five years may be shown in this 
way, the figures being taken from the public 


accounts :

be $30.88. As the estimates for the current year 
are nearly three hundred thousand dollars more 
than the actual expenditure of last year, it seeins 
clear that Alberta is heading the procession of 
the Canadian provinces in the direction of higher 
taxation and heavier debt. Last year the expendi 
ture per head is shown to be roughly two and 
one-half times what it was in 1917; and greater 
than it was or ever had been in any other prov- 
ince, On the basis of five members in a house- 
hold, the Government of Alberta last year spent 
$154.15 cents of the earnings and the credit of the 
average Alberta family. 


A VOLUNTARY POOL. 

As there is to be no wheat board, Mr. Wood 
suggests that farmers in Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan may voluntarily pool their wheat and set up 
a marketing agency on their joint account 
Against that of course there could be little com- 
plaint. Farmers have as good a right to combine 
as any other class, and other classes are do/ng it in 
a way that must make the farmer feel lonesome. So 
long as the pool is voluntary, and the provinces are 
not responsible for the losses involved, it would 
not be subject to the objections urged against a 
compulsory scheme backed by the public credit. 
Whether the pool would raise the price of wheat 
to the farmer is another matter. The wage-earner 
Sells his time in a local market, and by joining 
with his fellow-tradesmen can raise the rate of 
pay. Merchants doing business in the same local- 
ity may be able to profit through an arrangement 
as to prices. But the farmer finds his ultimate 
market oversea, and the price that can be got 
there for wheat sets a limit to the price that can 
be paid to the grocer. So long however as he does 
it at his own risk there is no reason why the 
farmer should not try marketing by the pooling 
system if he wants to. In any case, Mr. Wood 
says, nothing is likely to be done in the matter 
this year. Whether anything is done next year 
will perhaps depend upon whether the price of 
wheat this fall is better than it was last year in 
comparison to what the grower has to pay for 
implements, clothing, groceries and other manu- 
factured and imported goods which he has to buy 
to carry on his business and support his family 


WHAT IS THE ALTERNATIVE, 


The under-secretary for Foreign Affairs says 
the British Government is not lacking in syin- 
pathy for France, but fears that if the Ruhr is oc- 
cupied indefinitely German finance may collapse 
—in which case neither Britain nor France will 
get anything on reparations account. That, of 
course is possible. But what is the alternative? 
Where is the assurance that either of them would 
have got anything if France had stayed out of the 
Ruhr? And what had Britain to propose in the 
way of enforcement that did not also involve 
the danger of precipitating a German collapse? It 
is easy enough to point out the possible dangers 
in the French policy. But that is not telling the 
world how the reparations money could be got by 
some other and less dangerous means. If the 
British—or any other—Government knows of a 
better way ‘it would seem to be high time to an- 
nounce it. France at least is trying to collect. If 
Germany should be driven to the wall in conse- 
quence and the Allies get nothing, the chances are 
that they would thus get precisely as much as 
they would have got if they had continued te 
leave it to Berlin to pay when it got ready,

Alberta has joined her case with that of B.C., which 
is pressing strongly for an adjustment of the mountain 
haul rate to equalize it with similar distances on the 
prairie, During the past summer wheat loaded at Van- 


couver, oven from points in Saskatchewan, could be 
handled on a competitive basis with that loaded at Fort 
William, for Liverpool, and the present freight rate 
campaign of Premier Oliver of B.C., woul! greatly ex- 
tend the zone from which wheat may be drawn weat- 
ward, 

The B.C. government is asking for the same rates 
betwoen prairie points and the coast thar obtain from 
prairie points to Fort William. The mountain rate was 
approximately thirty per cent. higher. In June, 1922, 
this differential was cut in two. The Pacific province 
is now pressing for its entire elimination, It is claimed 
that under the fair conditions which such a change 
would bring about, 96,000,000 bushels would seek an 
outlet by the Pacific route. 

Neither of the alternative routes to that by way of 
the Great Lakes is open to an objection that applies to 
the latter. During the past thirteen years, of the Cana- 
dian grain which reached the head of the lakes forty-~ 
two per cent, Was carried from that point In U.S. ves- 
sels to U.S. elevators, at U.S, lake ports, thence by U.S. 
railways to U.8. ocean ports, @In the last crop year 
alone 114,000,000 bushels went that way and American 
transportation interests received approximately $2x,- 
000,000 for the service rendered. 


APPLES AND TARIFF. 


Vancouver Farm and Home: 

Inevitably the fruit producers of the Okanagan 
Valley and other fruit growing areas of the province 
will learn that their tariff policy has been and ia the
